He complained that 
the usual guard of policemen had been with- 
drawn from the prison van, and that there is 
more danger of his being shot when riding to 
and from the jailthan at any othertime, He 
requested the judge to order the usual guard 
of policemen to acconipany the van; that it 
would only take one crank with sufficient 
nerve io shoot him in the van; tha the only 
danger he anticipated was from cranks. 

Dr. Callender was called. 

Judge Cox said as the statement had been 
made yesterday that the court had surround. 
ed the prisoner with unusual guards and pro- 
tection he would state that the prisoner was 
in the custody of the marshal, and not of the 
court, and whatever extra guards had been 
furnished had been supplied by him,

The witness was then asked if he had ever 
seen a case where a person committed crime 
and claimed diyine inspiration, and if so how 
such persons deported themselves before and 
after the act. He replied that in such cases 

the telusion or inspiration, as 
they claim it be, comes 
suddenly and with intense pressure, and that 
such persons act quickly and upon sudden 
ceaules. delaying neither to consider the op- 
ortunity nor the weapons. That it wouid 

Ee tenpossible te conceive without actually 
Witnessing it, the energy, impetuosity and 
determination with which persons act under 
an insane delusion, and carry out their pro- 
posa!s, The witness did not believe in a dis- 
tinct type of insanity which could be called 
moral insanity. It was simply a convenient 
term Which had been invented to excuse the 
commission of heinous crimes, 

The witness had never seen a case where an 
insane man, aftercommitting acrime boasted 
ofhisinsanity and urged itas an excuse for 
crime. Insane murderers do not parade their 
acts, but on the contrary very rarely will 
allude to them unless a goed deal of ingenuity 
is used to draw them out The witness unti! 
he entered this court room had never heard of 
a case of alleged inspiration that came from 
within. Alwayssuch persons claitn to* have 
heard the will of God or seen his image or 
something of the sort. Such inspiration is 
never «a conviction arrived at = atter 
mature reflection on the part 
of the person so affected. The witness was 
asked if the belief of the prisoner's father, L. 
W. Guitean, that the disease could be 
cured by prayer, should be tuken as any evi- 
dence of insanity, and replied: “By no 
means, We all know that thousands and 
thousands of sane people prayed = daily 
for the salvation of President Garfield's lite 
thissymmer. They would hardly have done 
s> if they had not entertained some belief in 
the efficacy of prayer.” 

Guitean—''It shows that the Lord and the 
veople don’t agree on this business, 

he people are beginning to come over 
to my side, and the Lord, too.”’ 

Mr. Corkhill then read the hypothetical 
questions of the prosecution, and the witness 
replied toeach, ‘Taking the facts set forth 
to be true, in my opinion he was sane.” The 
witness had visited Guiteau in prison, and 
had there asked him if he considered himself 
insane. The reply was: “Not what you ex- 
perts call insane, but legally insane.” When 
asked what he meant by the term, the pris-

years previous, leaving about $30,000 werth of 
property with Jennie, the only heir. He 
said that bis wiie had died suddenly of 
heart-disease, and that she had instantly ex_ 
pired on hearing of the death of President 
Garficld.

This, beyond doubt, is of later date 
than the ordinance: 

Article 1., section 35. The people of this state ac- 
cept as final tne established fact that from the fed’ 
eralunion there can be no secession of any state. 

Section 38. No educational or property qualitica- 
tions forsuffrage or office, norany restriction upon 
the same on acecountof race, color or previous con- 
dition of servitude shall be made by law.

CRIME AND CASUALTY. 


Threatened Rict in North Carolina—An @Ohie Ansas- ? 
sination. 


Norroik, Va., December 29.—Information 
received here of a threatened riot at Ply- 
mouth, N.C. Hundreds of armed negroes 
are in town swearing destruction to life and 


property. The mayor telegraphed to Govern- 
or Jarvis to-day for military force to suppress 
violence. The trouble grew out of shooting 
of the constable by two negroes who were 
resisting arrest for breach of peace last Satur- 
day, when one man was stabbed and others 
more or less injarelin ensuing affray. Great 
fears are felt in town. 

Later dispatches to the News and Observer 
from Ederton gives the following details of 
the Plymouth riot on Saturday. Some ne- 
groes were fighting among themselves, when 
the town constable interfered to stop the fight. 
He was wounded and one of his posse was 
mortally wounded, and another stabbed. On 
Tuesday arrests were made and some of the 
parties were bound over by the magistrate. 
On way to jail the sheriff was attacked by ne- 
groes and the prisohers released. They are 
still at large. the doctor attending the dying 
man was attacked. The rioters. are armed 
and defy the civil authorities. Great excite- 
ment prevailsin Plymouthand Governor Jar- 
vis has ordered several campanies to town. 

CINCINNATI, December 29.—A special from 
Gore, Ohio, says: The authorities placed a 
guard about the house of Mrs. Terrell, who 
was assassinated last n‘ght, to prevent the ob- 
literation of the tracks of the assassin. As 
soon as daylight came they traced the assassin 
to the residence of Mr. Arnold, a farmer, and 
accosted Morgan Richard, one of Arnold’s 
farm hands, as the criminal. He was armed 
with arevolver, which had one empty cham- 
ber. He resisted arrest, but was overpowered 
and placed in a wagon and driven rapidly te 
Logan jail, barely escaping lynching. Ne mo- 
tive for the crime has been discovered. 

Mewruis, December 29.—Ed Nelms, the 
negro murderer who, with six others, recently 
escaped from the Hernando, Miss., jail, was 
killed this rmorning by Chief of Pol ce W. ©. 
Davis. Nelms, with three others, were mak- 
ing for the Arkansas shore when they were 
intercepted by Chief Davis, with Captains 
Hackett and ©’ Hara, also of the police foree, 
When Nelms was commanded to halt he en- 
deavored to shoot, but his gum miissed fire. 
Chief Davis then fired with fatal effeet. 
Nelms and his party were well armed with 
guns and pistols, His companions were cap 
tured and lodged in the station house, 


KNOXVILLE, December 29.—News has just 
reached here of a tragedy which ocbaened in 
Grainger county, Saturday night, near Kin- 
caid’s ferry, in which two young men named 
Condra, were shot and killed by a sixteen: 
year old boy named Cardwell. Cardwell ané® 
one of the Condra boys were ata party and had 
a difficulty. Condra left and soon returned 
with his brother, and the two commenced to 
quarrel with Cardwell. Cardwell drew his 
pistoland shot them both. One fell dead, 
shot through the heart, with pistol in hand, 
The other lived till next day. Cardwell es- 
caped, 

Saw Francisco, December 29.—[Special. }— 
A Virginia City dispatch says that the bodies 
of Pirander Pollecok and wife, proprietors of 
the toll house in the six-mile canon, were 
found in the charred ruins of their house last 
night. The heads of both had been crushed 
evidently by the murderers, and the house 
fired to conceal the crime. They were sup- 
posed to have drawn considerable money 
during the day from the sale of real estate. 

Jersey Crry, December, 29.—John Rooney 
and William Connell, employed by the Penn- 
sylvania railread company, were almost in - 
stantly killed by being crushed between cars 
at Meadow’s shops to-day,while they were go- 
ing to work.

THE GUITEAU TRIAL. 

Some of our esteemed metropolitan 
temporaries, spurred on no doubt by the com- 
ments of some of the leading London papers, 
are renewing, with considerable heat, their 
criticisms of the latitude allowed the assassin 
Guiteau and the general conduct of the trial 
by the presiding judge. The World loudly 
calls for the impeachment of Judge Cox, and 
the Tribune suggests that the judiciary of the 
country will be disgraced if he is allowed to 
remain on the bench after the trial is over. 
Where is no doubt that the daily indescribable 
manifestations which have made this trial 
peculiarly notorious, and which were alto- 
gether within the control of the court, are 
open to the severest criticism that gould be 
passed upon a tribunal of justice. Through- 
out the trial thus far, the sympathies of the 
judge seem to have been with the assassin, 
and these sympathies have been limited by 
mo sort of discretion. The result is a 
disgraceful exhibition ofthe laxity which 


con- 


prevails in the selection and appointment of | 


judges under the American system. Guiteau 
loses no opportunity to insult the dignity of 
the court, and the attitude of the judge is 
little short of an outrage against the public. 
Singularly enough, this attitude of the judge 
has not been without its influence upon the 
more ignorant people who have been watch- 
ing the trial, and there are not a few to-day, 
who, taking the cue from the attitude of the 
judge upon the bench, are beginning to re- 
gard Guiteau asa great man—a man worthy 
of sympathy and consideration. 

On the other hand, it may be claimed with 
equal truth that the leniency and lack of 
discretion in the court have had a tendency 
to bring out the low, cunning and brutal 
shrewdness of the assassin, so that, 
even without the testimony of ex- 
 perts, the yury would be able to see 
aportatyas malice, arising from disappoint- 


the attitude of the Conkling men, sar’ the} 
quarrels and dissensions which they had set® n 
foot need not necessarily go to the jury; and 
otjan hardly be doubted that the opportuni- 
ties which Guiteau has had to display 
his fiendish eccentricities—some of them 
studied and some of them natural—have 
been the means of giving the jury a vivid 
idea of the real motive of this criminal mon- 
strosity. At the same time, it is probable 
that all thiscould have been bronght about 
by a disereet judge without disgracing the 
court or bringing the bench mto contempt.

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THE STALWART PROGRAMME. 

The most important political result of the 
assassination of President Garfield, at least so 
far asthe south was conecrned, was the fact 
that it placed in power an administration 
eonfessediy stalwart. The term ‘“‘stalwart,”’ 

as used by Mr. Blaine in the course of a furious 
oration, has been made to apply to that class 
of republicans which is never tired of exhib- 
iting its extreme hostility to the southern

south. At any rate this the meaning 
which has been given to the word 
and it meaning 
accepted with some degree 
of pride by those to whom it 
wads applied. When, therefore, the death 
of Pressdent Garfield made the way clear for 
an administration of the ultra-stalwart vari- 
ety, not a little concern was manifested in 
all parts of the country by those who are tired 
of the political strife engendered -by section- 
alism, and our own people begun to set their 
houses in order for a new political crusade as 
vigorous, as bitter and as alien in all its ten- 
dencies, purposes and results as that headed 
by the carpet-baggers of the reconstruction 
period. This was the general feeling in the 
south when President Arthur took his seat. 
If the course of recent events is not deceit- 
ful, however, the meaning of the word ‘'‘stal- 
wart’? will hereafter have to be _ thor- 
oughly revised. There is to bé no crusade 
against -the south as a section, and there 
seems to be no general desire on the part of 
the stalwart organs to reiterate the arguments 
or even renew the sectional controversy. The 
old war lines and issues .are to be obliterated 
so far as possible, anda new programme is to 
be made the subject of experiment. If we 
are not mistaken as to the nature of this pro- 
gramme it is not only new, but significant— 
not only significant, but altogether dangerous 
so far as democratic success is concerned. In 
a word, the south is to be coddled. New issues 
are to be formulated—new and attractive ar- 
guments are to be employed—new methods 
are to be tested, andevery advantage is to be 
taken of the fact that the southern people are 
heartily tired of every issue and every con- 
troversy relating to the war and the disas- 
trous failure in which that contest culmi- 
nated. 
In order to bring the nature of this new 
programme clearly before the mind of the 
reader, itis only necessary to group together 
certain events and developments of recent 
date. In the first place, it is to be remember- 
ed that President Arthur, in his message, stu- 
diously avoided any allusion to the south asa 
section. This was in the nature of a signal to 
the stalwarts all overthe country that the 
bloody shirt was to be temporarily folded and 
laid aside,and this signal has been,for the most 
part, dutifully obeyed by the organs. In the 
second place, itis known that various overtures 
have been made to independent democrats in 
southern states. The pre-

pired, but it is known that they embody the 
undying principle of political patriotism in- 
yolyed ina division of the spoils. It may 
be said now that if these overtures have 
not been gladly accepted, they certainly hav:

administration in this direction will certainly 
be carried out. The independent democrats 
will not stand out against the substantial ar- 
guments which the administration proposes to 
advance. In the third place, the tone of the 
stalwart organs is to be taken into considera- 
tion. The only journal that seems inclined to 
attack the soulh with any degree of persist- 
ency isthe New York Tribune, which is the 
pronounced organ of Mr. Blaine. The very si- 
lence of the stalwart organs which have here- 
tofore been so stormy, is in the direction of 
econtiliation. In the fourth place, the com- 
plexion of the house committee on appropri- 
ations shows that there is a purpose on the 
part of the party in power to vote large sums 
jmprovements, and this is 
in the direction of substantial con- 
ciliation. Then, in the fifth place 
there is Senator Hoar’s widely circulated ad- 
vertfsement for southern claimants to come 
forward and get what they may im&gine the 
government owes them. 

Taken singly these develepments are not 
very impressive, but, grouped together they 
are significant indeed. They show that Mr. 
Arthur is an exceedingly crafty politician, 
He is partisan enough to desire to strengthen 
his party, and he is shrewd enough to per- 
ceive that this cannot be accomplished by re- 
viving the old sectional controversies. It 
seems probable mow that he intends to take 
the wind out of the sails of Mr. Blaine by seiz- 
ing and appropriating the policy which the 
public sentiment of the country formulated 
for the dead president. If this is to be the 
policy of the new administration, will Mr.

The Pretector’s Head, + 
Dublin Times, 

It is not generally known that the embalmed head 
of Oliver Cromwell is extant. Some few years since, 
at any rate, it was said to be ia the possesion of 
Mr. Horace Wilkinson, of Sevenoaks, Kent. It was 
then in good preservation, iand its phrenological 
aspect presented several striking peculiarities. Thus 
the length, from the forehead to the back of the 
head, is quite extraordinary—far greater than in 
ordinary men. The forehead, or frontal portion, is 
low, but very broad, the orbits of the eyes are very 
large, the cheek bones and the bridge of the nose 
are high, and the lower jaw bone, which is ordina- 
nily curved, is short, straight, and forming a right 
angle with its point ‘of insertion. The head is one 
indicating a brain (which is but the instrument of 
the mind) of great activity and great capacity, 
corresponding with the remark of Cromweli’s sec- 
retary, who said that “it was at once a shopanda 
storehouse.” From its being embalmed such flesh 
as remains on itis of the consistency of hard brown 
leather. The eyebrows met in the middle, and be- 
tween them was a small wart—now worl away— 
one of those which Cromwell when sitting for his 
portrait ordered the painter on no account to omit 
representing, as his duty was not to flatter in any 
way but paint what he saw exactly. In life his com- 
plexion was fresh, and of the bue known as ‘‘sal- 
mon colored.’’ The hair, which was of a fairish.or 
reddish tinge, has mostly been cut off, and the beard 
is now stained brown by the embalraing fluid and 
drawn under the chin, where, when the head was 
exposed on the top of Westminste rghall, it was tied 
close to the spear head which had been run through 
and sccwted ouit. Severalteeth remain and the 
eyelids, but the brain was removed during the em- 
balming process.

March, 240,000 bales; in April 100,000 bales, 
and from May 1 to September 1 we feel safe 
in looking for a loss of 300,000 bales, making 
a total loss of about 1,250,000 bales, which 
would make the crop of I881 and 1882 about 5,- 
350,000 bales. While last year was mach the lar- 
gest crop ever raised, the receipts of the first 
week of January were the lightest for same 
week for a period of five years, even lighter 
than when the crops turned out 2,000,000 bales 
less, Also, the receipts of January and Feb- 
ruary last year are ‘about 50,000 bales lighter 
than in 1878 and 1879, when we made a cto 
of 5,000,000 bales. But after ist of Marc 
last season there were received at ports about 
1.250.000, while in 1878 and 1879 there were 
only about 625,000 bales, showing a loss after 
that date of 625,000 bales.
